But foreign aid and 
atomic energy spending will 
reach a new crest this year, with 
substantial reductions scheduled 
next year.

MONTGOMERY, Ala., Aug. 28 
{AP)—Gov. Gordon Persons to- 
day signed the bitterly disputed 
bill outlawing the union shop 
and similar labor-management 
agreements in Alabama. 

In à message to the House of 
‘Representatives, where the 
measure originated, Persons 
said he approved the bill “be- 
cause I believe in free labor and 
free enterprise.” 

The Governor’s message, an 
unusual procedure when a legis- 
lative act is signed, was the first 
indication of Persons’s decision 
on the highly controversial 
measure, which during its trip 
through the Legislature pro- 
voked one filibuster after the 
other. 

The bill makes it unlawful to 
require an employe to join a 
labor organization in order to 
hold his job. It also prohibits 
the mandatory checkoff of union 
dues. 

Thus it would outlaw the 
union shop, maintenance of mem- 
bership, or any similar contract 
provisions which require union 
membership as a condition of 
employment. 

Thirteen other states have 
adopted laws similar to Ala- 
bama’s.- These are Arizona, Ar- 
kansas, Florida, Georgia, Iowa, 
Nebraska, Nevada, North Caro- 
lina, North Dakota, South Dako- 
— 2 Texas and Vir- 
ginia.

Surely t- must be apparent that this was a 
“victory” hardly worth the winning. For while 
we have succeeded in imposing upon the U.N. 
our own conception of how the Korean confer- 
ence should be organized, and while we have 
succeeded in appeasing Syngman Rhee, we have 
done these things at the cost of nearly complete 
isolation from the allies that count and from 
the great underdeveloped regions of Asia and 
the Middle East where we seek to exercise 
leadership. 

Vishinsky's clumsy efforts to bully the As- 
sembly—all preperly and summarily rejected— 
did not make half so much propaganda hay for 
the Seviets as did our own mistaken policy on 
India. 

Secretary Dulles undoubtedly felt that. once 
he had made the commitments to Rhee which 
dictated this paliey, there was nothing to do 
but carry through.

Experts who are trying to improve the onion 
are omitting just the right point, it seems like.

will not cry while cutting them. An onion that 
could be cut up with a broad and unremitting 
smile would be just the thing. 

What the experts omit tampering ih- and 
thereby show the utmost in expertness—is the 
way onions taste. Another kind of expert, an 
expert in recipes, once wrote that whenever she 
saw onions or tomatoes in a recipe she knew it 
was going to taste fine. The taste of an onion, 
alone or in infinite combinations, simply can't 
be improved upon. In fact, it would take an ex- 
pert more expert than all the present experts to 
figure out how it could possibly have got to be 
as good as it is. 
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A Matter of Fair Play 

Typical of the causes of that depressed, slight - 
ly ominous mood which seems more prevalent 
now than a dozen years ago is the necessity, felt 
by the American Bar Association, to defend the 
lawyer who gives assistance to an unpopular de- 
fendant. 

Time was when we all took it for granted that 
every suspect was entitled to his day in court, 
and that this included the support of counsel to 
make sure he received the benefit of every right 


and privilege granted by the law, Lawyers were 


respected for accepting such cases. There was 


more than a professional fee involved. The law-. 


yer was fulfilling his role as an officer of the 
court, doing his best to make sure that justice 
would be done. 


The demagogic exploitation of the Commu- 


mist threat, however, seems to have changed 


this, Lawyers who defend Communists, accord- 
ing to @ resolution of the bar association, are 


“being ‘penalized by having the client’s views. im- 


puted to them; they are being publicly vilified 
and abused. 

This is no imaginary complaint. Communists 
called into court have found it exceedingly dif- 
ficult to obtain the services pf lawyers other 
than those of their own political belief. This is 
much worse for American justice than it is for 


the Communist at the bar. In so far as lawyers . 


themselves are to blame, it is—in such cases at 
least—a renunciation of their duty. In so far 
as it is the result of public pressure, direct or 
indirect on the lawyers, it is an abandonment or 
even a renunciation of the Anglo-Saxon ideal 
of a fair trial under fair laws. 


In confronting this development, the Boston 
convention of the bar pledged itself to educate 
profession and public on the rights and duties 
of lawyers. We hope that the rights of clients 


will not be overlooked. But what is distressing 


is that such education should be found neces- 
sary. After all, there is no abstruse legal doc- 
trine involved here—just the natural, human in- 
stinct for fair play. Where that is suppressed 
there is cause for concern.

Andrews’ report also said: 


Taxes paid by corporations in- 
creased by the smallest percent- 
age of any tax classification. 
Corporations paid income and 
profits taxes amounting to $21,- 
467,000,000 in fiscal 1952 and in 
fiscal 1953 paid $21,595,000,000. 
This was an increase of $128,- 
000,000, or 0.6 of 1 per cent. 

The increase in personal in- 
come and employment taxes (in- 
cluding old-age insurance, un- 
employment insurance and rail- 
road retirement payments) was 
10.4 per cent. Individuals paid 
.$33,738,000,000 in fiscal 1952 
toward the government's upkeep 
and for social security. In fiscal 
1953 they paid $$37,255,000,000, 

This made individual tax pay- 
ments the biggest single source 
of revenue, with corporation 
taxes next. 

The biggest increase in fiscal 

1953, percentagewise, was in gift 
tax collections, 3 rose 29.2 
per cent from $83,000,000 in 
fiscal 1952 to $107,600,000 last 
year. 

The next biggest percentage 
increase was in collections of 
excise taxes paid by manufactur- 
ers. Manufacturers paid 32.296.

000,000 in excise taxes in fiscal 
1952 and $2,863,000,000 in fiscal 
1953 an increase of 24.7 per. 
cent. 


Manufacturers’ excise 
thus were the third 
source of income to the Govern- 
ment. They were followed 
closely by alcohol taxes which 
totaled $2,781,000,000 in fiscal 
1953, an increase of 9.1 per cent 
over the previous year. Next 
came miscellaneous taxes, at 
$2,061,000,000, an increase of 3 
per cent. 

The only other classification 
to top a billion dollars was to-

But the big springs themselves are 
generally formed when a river, cutting slowly 
downward through its bed, finally intersects 
an underground stream. They appear in various 
ways, some rising from a deep, still 1 and 
others gushing forth from the face a lime- 
stone cliff like the Big Spring near Van Buren. 
There are many other unique and interesting 
characteristics of the large springs of Missouri, 
but the best way to study them is to go and 
visit them, armed with “The Large Springs of 
Missouri” as your guide.

ADIO! Blessing or menace? Certainly a blessing and 
R a major part of life for many teen-agers. Menace, ac- 

cording to the report of many parents who seem to fear 
that their children will grow up to be morons who can en- 
joy only spoon-fed entertainment and will never open a 
book or think for themselves. 

As with other teen-age crazes, we feel that a knowl- 
edge of the universality of this behavior and a preview of 
its probable course sometimes helps the parent to view it 
with less resentment. It often helps to know in advance 
when this fever will reach its peak and when it may be ex- 
pected to recede.

CHILDREN VARY tremendously in this respect, but 
many reach the high point from 7 to about 10 years of age 
or possibly 11, when radio (or TV) seems to fill almost 
every minute of spare time. 

Thus 10-year-olds quite characteristically may have the 
radio on “all day.” If questioned as to their special radio 
jnterests, they will cheerfully list every program that they 
hear all week, starting with Monday and going enthusi- 
astically through the whole week. Often such a listing in- 
cludes as many as 40 or 50 programs. They refer to “my 
programs,” and seem to experience a strong feeling of 
identification and ownership. ¢ 

J have all the programs memorized so I know just 
where and when each program is. I can just turn it on 
and go zip—get any program,” reported one 10-year-old 
girl. Westerns are still strong at 10, as are comediés and 
murder mysteries. 

At 11 we find that some still listen avidly as at 10, can 
list all their special programs, still listen from 5 to 6 p.m. 
and after supper as well. In others the 5-6 p.m. programs 
are beginning to drop out, and the total weekly amount of 
time spent on radio is beginning to decrease. Westerns 
are beginning to drop out with some; murder and comedy 
are strong.

AT 12, THE SITUATION is much the same except that, 
with our New Haven group at least, westerns seem to be 
definitely out. Some still have set programs and listen sys- 
tematically, others are becoming more selective. 

By 13 with many, things are very different. Westerns 
and the 5-6 p.m. programs are definitely out with most, 
and the total time spent listening is sharply reduced. Now, 
if you ask them what they listen to, they will often tell you 
general types of programs rather than listing every single 
specific program listened to. Music, jazz, is defi- 
nitely coming in as well as sports and theater programs. In- 
terests are becoming more like those of the adult. 

And finally, at 14 and 15, radio listening reflects more 
individual tastes than group trends. It becomes more an 
avocation and less of an obsession. Parents worry about it 
much less and it gradually fades into place for most boys 
and girls as merely one of many pleasures.

ters. One of the town’s better 


known farmers probably will be

haps a fruit grower or a news- 
paper editor or a school teacher, 
What they will have in common 
is the knowledge that their town 
could stand improvement and 
the willingness to do something 
about it. 


Just getting into full swing at 
Southern Illinois U. is a new de- 
partment that is called Area 
Services Division but might be 
more aptly named Small Town 
Clinic. It operates the house 
where community leaders will 


gather for weekend conferences. 


to diagnose what ails their home 
towns. 

Unfortunately, there is no 
shortage of civic ailments among 
the 1,000,000 persons of southern 
Illinois’s 31 counties.

Sounds dull? That’s what they 
thought out in Montana when 
Baker Brownell, a Northwestern 
University philosophy professor, 
arrived with a grant from the 
Rockefeller Foundation in 1944 
and organized the plan in Mon- 
tana communities that were 
threatening to become ghost 
towns. 

Take à look at Darby, for in- 
stance. It was a town of 600 pop- 
ulation in the forest country. 
There had been a lumber mill, 
but as the available trees gave 
out the mill left and the citizens 
of Darby had little to do but take 
in each others’ laundry. Their 
fine high school was about to 
close. Collapse of the town itself 
did not seem far behind. 

Then Denny Gray, lumberjack, 
heard about Brownell. He and 
some others invited him to come 
to Darby. That’s the way the 
plan has worked in Montana 
ever since: by invitation only. 
And it had to be an invitation 
from a representative cross sec- 
tion of town, not just a bunch 
from one side of the tracks. 

Brownell came to Darby. He is 
a small, wiry, gray-thatched man

Another answer lies with the 
farmers. The average operating 
farmer in the United States is 
getting along in years. If he has 
sons, they are apt to have left 
home by the time Papa is ready 
to retire. When Papa dies, the 
sons usually are so well estab- 
lished in town that they will rent 
or sell the family farm. If they 
rent, the farm may not furnish 
enough money for both renters 
and owners. If they sell, the 
mortgage money probably goes 
into the city.
